DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group III Figs 8 and 9, and claim 3 in the 
reply filed on November 25, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1 and 2 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 20 "form" 
should be --for-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation, "the a group roller" and "the (3 group roller" in lines 
1 5-1 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Greby et al 
(US 3,192,791). 

Greby discloses a roller screw comprising: a screw shaft (22a) formed, on an 
outer peripheral surface thereof, with a spiral roller rolling groove having a V-shape in 
section (see Fig 8); a nut member (20a) formed, on an inner peripheral surface thereof, 
with a spiral loaded roller rolling groove having a V-shape in section opposing to the V- 
shaped roller rolling groove of the screw shaft (see Fig 8); and a plurality of rollers (28a) 
disposed between the roller rolling groove and the loaded roller rolling groove (see Fig 
8), wherein the nut member (20a) is divided in an axial direction into a first nut piece 
(26a, left side) and a second nut piece (26a, right side), and a shim (76)is disposed 
between the first and second nut pieces (26a, 26a) so as to apply compression loads to 
the rollers (28a) for the first nut piece (26a) disposed in the first nut piece and to the 
rollers (28a) for the second nut piece (26a) disposed in the second nut piece, and in 
each of the first nut piece (26a, left side) and a second nut piece (26a, right side), the 
plurality of rollers (28a) are arranged so that the axes of the rollers are directed in the 
same direction as viewed from the roller advancing direction, and in order to bear the 
preloads in the opposing directions (see Fig 8), the roller in one of the first nut piece and 
the second nut piece are arranged so that the axes thereof are perpendicular to the 
axes of the roller in the other one of the first nut piece and the second nut piece as 
viewed in the roller advancing direction (see Fig 8), and the loads applied to the nut 
member from the plurality of rollers act in repulsing directions to each other form the a 
group roller and B group roller (col. 5 lines 1-50).
